Dear Howard, 

‘What began two and a half years ago as a 
fresh, incisively-written and expertly drawn 
comic series is seemingly coming to a close, 
You tried to be optimistic in #2955 letters page, 
but there was an ominous desperation in your 
reference to the “choppy waters” D.P7 is in 
saleswise. And while I'm hoping you guys can 
turn things around, it doesn't seem real likely. | 
got to thinking about how and why this series 
didn't make it, and also about why | had enjoyed 
Its all-too-brief run, and I'd like to share some of 
those thoughts with you. 

As to D.P7's impending cancellation, several 
possible reasons come to mind, On a practical 
level, I'm not sure that raising the price of an 
already-struggling title twice in less than a year 
{is going to attract many new readers. Realisticalty, it 
they weren't reading the book when it was 75 
‘cents, would they read it at $1.25 or $1.50? Now, 
understand that the price hikes coincided with 
the switch to the New Format, which would sup- 
posedly signal a more adult audience that this 
book might be their cup of tea. And though | 
personally enjoyed the New Format, mnot sure 
D.P7 fits the implied definition of an “adult” book. 
‘Surely it's more adult than, say, WEST COAST 
AVENGERS or X-FACTOR, but its still far Jess 
mature than such successful New Format efforts 
‘as SWAMP THING or HELLBLAZER. 

This illustrates a second problem the series 
facesifaced, its somewhat schizophrenic 
audience target. While D.P7 attempted (and, to 
my mind, generally succeeded) to present a de- 
tailed, complex picture of what “superbeings” 
would actually mean to the world and of the 
inherent difficulties such beings would face, you 
pulled back from the sort of no-holds-barred 
‘ealism that would have been a natural exten- 
sion of your fascinating premises. For instance, 
the pseudo-profanity: "sheepdip,” “jerkhole,” 
“butthead,” etc, Though | wasn't terribly bothered 
by this approach, each time I read one of these 
expressions, | thought, “This isn't real." Dave 
Landers, one of the finest, most well-constructed 
characters in comicdom, wouldn't call anyone 
“sheepdip.” Thus, such references were incon- 
sistent with the New U's promise of “realism.” 
The codename business was another example 
Of this type of fudging on realism. | can under- 
‘stand how the CIA might assign code names to 
its paranormal members, but the practice would 
never become mainstream. | realize these 
choices were made in an attempt to appeal to 
younger readers who felt confused and alien- 
ated by the moral complexity of the series, the 
lack of clear villains, and the general matter-ot- 
fact tone of the book. Bul this kind of wishy- 
washiness in regard to direction may have been 
more detrimental in the long run than they were 
beneficial. Had you gone strictly for an adult 
audience (oF for that matter, a young one) you 
could have at least gained a strong, faithful 
following in this one target group. In trying to 
appeal to everyone, young and old, you may 
have failed to do true justice to either approach, 
and both target groups may have felt somewhat 
cheated. 

The lack of narrative direction over the last 
year didn't help much, either. You spent several 
issues bullding up the clinic as a setting and its 
patients as continuing characters, only to shift 
locales and kill of most of the patients a few 
issues later. Then, just as we adjusted to this 
rapid shitting of gears and tried to get used to 
the military plotline, you gave us another dose of 


whiplash and killed off two fine, enormously 
interesting characters (or are they alive? We've 
waited long enough for an answer), shipped 
another one overseas, and dove headlong into 
a CIA piot. All of this took place in about ten 
issues! You seemed to be floundering fora direction 
during this period, which is again somewhat 
understandable given the apparent fickleness 
of your audience, but a clearly focused storyline 
would have avoided confusion among your 
readers, and perhaps been more attractive to 
prospective new readers. Some of these moves, 
particularly the subtraction of Jeff, Scuzz and 
Lenore appeared totally arbitrary and pointless 
realize you were probably trying to come up 
with @ winning combination, but ultimately this 
frenetic spinning undercut what had been a 
slowy-evolving, but fluid and intriguing character 
interaction. The complexity of Stephanie's 
husband, which was so beautifully apparent in 
the early issues quickly dissolved and because 
of space and time fimitations he was trans- 
formed into a rabid, pathetic nutcase who tried 
tokill Stephie. Dave's complicated history of self- 
doubt and pessimism was oversimplified and 
ttivialized with his “declaration of redemption’ 
when he saved Randy in #27. Somehow | don't 
think his problems could be solved by one single 
incident. Similarly, Jeff's awful grief and guilt 
over his family's death was “resolved by having 
him disappear (off-panel!) to Europe, as if kick- 
ing some foreign paranormal’s hide will some- 
how make itallokay. We'll apparently neverlearn 
if Scuzz could conquer his personal demons 
of alienation and insecurity, as he was booted to 
make room for new, less interesting characters, 
In short, the series’ strengths, realism and 
‘character development, were not played to, and 
‘were substituted by strange locales and fight 
scenes. 

So why, you might ask, am | still reading? 
Several reasons, actually, Somehow, despite 
the problems I've perceived, I'm still intrigued. | 
have no idea what's going to happen from issue 
to issue, and there's always some welcome little 
‘surprise regarding the characters or theit powers. 
Randy's becoming immersed in an Antibody, for 
instance, and the appearance of the tiny Anti- 
bodies, the welcome weirdness of George 
‘Mullaney (who hope to see again). The characters, 
aside from a few glitches, still fascinate and 
react with remarkable *humaness”to their various 
situations, The art continues to be excellent (any 
chance of Paul doing some work in the Marvel 
Universe?). There's just more reasons to buy it 
than not to, and lil be with you til the end, 
Whenever that may be. 

| genuinely hope this “post-mortem” on the 
Series is premature. However, if this is D.P7's 
final hour, 'd like to take this opportunity to thank 
you for over two years of reading pleasure, for 
creating characters that will always have a 
special place in my heart, and for caring about 
quality
